Scott has been convicted for the murder of a drug store S 
clerk. 
He declared that he did not commit the crime, ) 
his brother Robert Scott, did it. The Jury saw fit to dis- i 
regard Russell’s testimony and the death penalty was 
recommended. 
Then upon the hour that Russell was to 
have been sent hurtling into eternity a notice of reprieve „ 
came to the tiny cell that housed the condemned man. 
Evidently Governor Small of Illinois had chosen to dis­ 
regard the finding of that august body of twelve men 
who were Scott’s peers and who saw fit to brand him 
áa fit only to die for tint cause of humanity. 
Now, who is right? Has the Jmry been correct in de­ 
termining that Russell Scott committed a crime, which 
under the code of the law. a man ns*st pay for with his own 
life? Has the jury adjudged an innocent man guilty and 
almost brought blood on their own hands as a result of 
what might yet result in a horrible blunder, should Robert 
Scott turn up after it is too late and confess to the kill­ 
ing. 
The jury system that we follow and adhere to ia no 
doubt the best means for carrying out the laws of the 
nation, at least no one has come forward with a better 
plan, yet the caBe has been known in which twelve men 
are wrong. After all they are only human beings swayed 
on the one aide by an apparently flawless argument from 
the defense and an argument Just as powerful and con­ 
vincing on the part of the prosecution. What then is the 
body to do. Even Governor Small has changed his mind 
in the Scott case, though he has later found that the te^f- 
gram sent to him, purporting to have been from Robert 
Scott was only a hoax and a fraud. The shadow of the 
| j doubt gives Governor Small sufficient ground to stand 
I upon in his belief that Russell Scott is not the man to be 
\ punished for the murder. 
He easts his opinion against 
r the opinion of twelve men. Twelve other men may have 
<; reached the conclusion that Russell Scott was not the 
Í ! guilty party, had they been called to try the case. 
What is a jury to do? 
We disregard the seriousness 
? of jury duty too often. 
lives are being placed in our 
< hands. 
If the life sentence or death penalty ie not re- 
1 quired for the crime in the case, then we take the chance 
i of wrecking a life in placing people in confinement and 
i in surroundings with other criminals. The job of the jury 
r is one of the hardest that can be placed upon a man, that 
<: ia why level headed, clear thinking men should be and 
i are sélected for the job. They must not be too quick to 
j convict nor can they afford to be too quick in allowing 
} the prisoner to become a free man. 
It is indeed a job 
j that rejuires thought and hard clear thinking.

Surely we would desire that the
